Is moſt Excellent Maieſtie, taking into His Royall conſideration, 


that the celebzation of the feaſt of Chriſtmaſſeappzoacheth, and how need- 
>| full it is (eſpecially in this time of ſcarcity and dearth) to reutue the ancient 
> \| and laudable cuſtome of this Realme , by houſe-keeping and hoſpitality, 
which in all parts of this Realme is erceedingly decayed, by the too fre- 
y || quent reſoꝛt andozdinary reſidence of L.oꝛds Spiritnall and Tempozall, 
Knights, and Gentlemen of quality, vnto Cities and Townes, andchief- 
| ly into, 02 neereaboutthe Citics of London and Weſtminſter; and willing 
to pzoutde remedy, alwell foꝛ that, as ſundꝛy other inconueniences, which 
| of neceſſity muſtenſue, by the abſence of choſe ont of their Countries, vpon 

| whole care , a great and pzincipall part of the ſuboꝛdinate gouernment of 
this Realme doth depend: Doth heereby ſtrittlycharge andcommand, aſwell all His Lozds Spt- 
rituall and Tempoꝛall ( except ſuch as are of His Pziute Counſell, oz beare office about thePerſon oz 
Court of Himſelfe, oꝛ of His moſt dearely beloued Sonne the Pzince)andizzeWileall deputy Lieute- 
nants, and Juſtices ofPeace, and other Gentlemen of quality, which haue Manſion Honles in the 
Country, wherein they and their families haue vſually dwelt and aboade That they,and euery of 
them, immediately vpon the end of this pzelent month of Nouember, depart from the Cities of London 
and Weſtminſter, and other Cities and places with their families and leruants, vnto their ſeuerall 
Countries, to attend their ſernice there, and keepe hoſpitality, as appertaynethto their degree and 
calling,vpon paine, not only of His Pateſties heauy indignation and diſpleaſure, and dilablement to 
hold any ſuch plates of ſeruice oꝛ truſt, vnder his Mateſtie; but alſo ofſach further cenſure andpuniſh- 
ment, as map be inflicted * — them, fo: ſuch their diſobedience and contempt, oꝛ neglect of this His 
Royall commandement ; whereof, as His Maieſtie tntendeth to take a ſtrict and ſeuere accompt, ſo 
Hedoth heereby require andcommand, aſwell the Loꝛds and others of His Pztnie Counſell, as all 
other Hts Officersand Miniſters, whom it ſhall any way concerne, to take oꝛder that all ſuch as 
hall „ may recetue candigne puniſhment, without toleration oz conniuence.
